Subject : Export and Import Policy (1992-1997)- 
Policy relating to import of Crude Palm 
Stearin. 

F. No. I.P.C. 14(5(274) (92-97.—Attention is invi¬ 
ted to the Notification No. 50(N-10) 1 1992-1997 
dated Sctember 21, 1992 amending the Exoprt and 
Import Policy (1992-97), whereunder the item 
“Crude Palm Stearin” has been decanalised and has 


been added as an item at SI. No. 16 of Section J. 
Miscellaneous Items in the Negative List of Impots 
under Chapter XV of the Export and Import Policy 
(1992-97). It has been staled thereunder that Crude 
Palm Stearin may be imported against a licence or 
in accordance with a Public Notice issued in this 
behalf. 

2. Crude Palm Stearin may be imported without a 
licence in accordance with the conditions set out in 
the following paragraphs of this Public Notice. 

3. Imports may be made by only those importers 
who hold an industrial licence or an approval or 
authorisation from the Secretariat of Industrial Ap¬ 
provals of the Department of Industrial Tpve'op- 
ment. Government of Tndia or a DGTD registration 
for the manufacture of fatty acids and who have 
the facility to split Crude Palm Stearin into fatty 
acids and glycerol. 

4. Only Crude Palm Stearin admixed with at least 
10% free fatty acids (FFA) will be allowed to bo 
imported. 

5. Actual User condition shall apply to the im¬ 
ported Crude Palm Stearin, which shall be split into 
fatty acids and glycerol at the importer’s own split¬ 
ting facility. The imported Crude Palm Stearin 
shall be used only for being split into fatty acids and 
glycerol and it shall not be utilised, sold, transferred 
or disposed of in any other manner without the prior 
permission in writing of the Chief Controller of Im¬ 
ports and Exports, New Delhi. 

6. Fatty acids and glycerol manufactured out of 
the imported Crude Palm Stearin arc, however, 
freely transferable: 

7. Beginning wih the date of the imports, the 
importer shall furnish half yearly statements to the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Export’s and the 
Director General of Technical Development furnish¬ 
ing full details of (i) quantity and value of Crude 
Palm Stearin imported ; (i<) quantities of fatty acids 
and glycerol manufactured, (iii) names and addres¬ 
ses of the companies to whom the fatty acids and 
glycerol were supplied, together with the quantities 
supplied; and (iv) opening and closing stocks of 
Crude Palm Stearin, fatty acids and glycerol. 

8. Actual Users may also use the services of the 
State Trading Corporation of India Ltd. (STC) for 
the import of Crude Palm Stearin. Die STC may 
import Crude Palm Stearin without a licence, appro¬ 
val or authorisation from the Government and arrange 
for its splitting into, fatty acids and glycerol.
